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HELP AS OTHER 
HORSES. BURNED 


Thirteen Blooded Animals De- 
stroyed’ by Fire in Stables of 
Roy Laumann at Normandy— 
Two Were Saved. 


FOUGHT RESCUERS AND 
RAN BACK INTO FLAMES 


Racer Led From Blazing Stall 
Carried Man in Wild Ride in 
Vain Quest of Aid—Dwelling 
Threatened. 


When Fritz Rieser, employed at the dairy 
and stock farm of Roy Laumann, about 
one’and one-half miles northeast of Nor- 
mandy, awoke to begin his Gay's work at 
1:30 o'clock Thursday morning his room 
was filled with a bright giare of light. 
Rushing to the window, he saw the dairy 
barn and stables in flames. 

He roused Mr. Laumann and others, and 
they began alone to fight the fire..---- - 

In the stables and dairy barn - were’ 15 
fine horses, 72 cows and three calves. Next 
to the stable was a costly windmill, and 
from the barn to Mr. Laumann’s residence 
extended an almost unbroken line of build- 
ings necessary to the business. The peri] 
of total destruction of all these. buildings, 
including the home, was imminent, as also 
the loss of all the live stock. 

A “bucket brigade’’ was organized and 
water obtained from the windmill pump, 
and a hand pump was turned on the burn- 
ing structures from two lines of hose. 

Mr. Laumann himself; led the efforts to 
save the horses and cows. He rushed into 
the stables first and to the stall occupied 
by “‘Gentrod,”’ a fine horse valued at $1000. 
Throwing a blanket over the horse’s head, 
he succeeded in getting him out of the 
stable, but so narrow was the escape that 
the animal’s mane, tall and forelock were 
badly burned and Mr. Laumann’s hands 
blistered. 4 ' 

One of the employes, much excited, 
rushed into the .stable and rescued the 
‘‘Tilles,’’ bringing her out, and then 
vaulting to her back without saddle or 
bridle, rode her under halter guidance at 
full speed toward Normandy to summon 
the engine company from Wellston. The 
stables and dairy barn’ were utterly de- 
stroyed long before he reached Normandy. 


Horse Fights Rescuers. 


Frank Carter, an employe, went into the 
burning stable with Mr. Laumann and 
tried to bring one of the most valuable 
horses out to safety, but the frantic horse 
knocked him down when near the door 
and ran back to its stall, where it was 
burned to death. 

Thirteen of the 15 horses in “the stable 
were burned to death. AH the cows and 
the three calves were saved. The stable 
and dairy barn were a complete loss. The 
total luss is estimated at about $5500, with 
insurance amounting to $7000, covering the 
buildings and livestock. About @ tons of 
hay were in thé barn and made a fierce 
fire, against which the improvised fire de- 
partment had no chance of success. 

It is thought by Mr. Laumann that the 
fire was caused in all likelihood by the 
sparks from the pipe of some tramp who 
was stealing a night’s slumber In the barn, 
and he nr ag it not improbable that the 
tramp’s ‘will be found in the ruina 
when the ras s is cleared awiy. 

Fortunately, two of Mr. Laumann's fineat 
horses, “Chimes of Normandy,’ a. show 
horse that has won many: prizes, and 

“Brooks,” a young horse that will Be ex- 
hibited at the next St. Louis horse show, 
had been sent to St. Louis only a day or 
two before the fire. 

About ten days ago Mr. Laumann lost 
two valuable horses and had:a narrow es- 
cape from death in a runaway near Mam- 
ilton and Easton avenues while ou his way 
to take a party of Cabanne friends out tor 
a slel ride. The horses were killed, one 
by collision with a telephone pole and the 
other by a Sharp fragment of the n»k- 
yoke een its breast, and Mr. Laumann 
was thrown feet through the air from 
the sleigh.

Jurors in Juvenile Court Asked li 
They Have Children—Older 
Companion to Be Tried in High- 
er Division. 


An unusual problem for justice to solve 
is presented in the Juvenile Court today, 
where John Meier, a 15-year-old boy, is 
on trial for the shooting and killing of 
Thomas W. Inman. 

The’ central figure in the remarkable 
case, a trifle small for his age, has a face 
and bearing that are entirely boyish. His 
brown hair shows traces of a mother’s 
brushing, and “his “candid blue eyes look 
through spectacles’ at the judge and the 
jurymen, who are to declare him guilty 
or innocent. 

He'is composed, but not indifferent. His 
two ears hear all] that is said, and his two 
eyes rest on every one who speaks. He 
shows by his bearing that he appreciates 
the position he is in, but there is neither 
boldness nor affectation. 

Although the case is conducted as are all 
criminal cases, there is discernable an 
undercurrent of consideration for the youth 
of the prisoner at the bar. 

Inman, whose home was at 1525 Billon 
avenue, was killed by Meijer on Dec. 1, on 
the Watson road, near the River des Peres. 
Meier had gone out to the country place 
of his uncle, Ferdinand Wolff, to spend the 
day. He and his cousin, Henry Verner, had 
gone hunting with a target rifle. 


and on the way saw Inman, accompanied 
by, Arthur. Haley of 1462 Sulphur avenue, 
William Daly of 5070 Manchester avenue 
and Henry Hartwick of 674 South road, on 
Wolff's property. Meier and Verner shouted 
to them to get off of the place and each 
fired a shot in their direction without tek- 
ing aim, and intending only to frighten 
them. 

One of the shots struck Inman 
head and killed him. 

Following the inquest, both Meler and 
Verner were held. Verner, who is older, is 
to be tried in the Criminal court. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Jones is 
conducting the case for the state. In ex- 
amining the men on the jury panel he asked 
all of them if they had children, and par- 
ticularly if they had boys about the age of 
the defendant, and most of them said that 
they had children, but Mr. Jones did not 
appear to be disposed to reject them on 
that account. 

Several of them said they would not like 
to see a boy of the age of the defendant 
severely punished, and Judge Withrow ex- 
plained to them that if the boy was found 
guilty the punishment could only be a 
sentenoe of from two to six years in the 
state pecoranatery at Boonville.

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SUIT PENDING FOR $25,000 


Husband Alleges Dr. Caulfield 
Alienated His Wife’s Af- 
fections. 


After a short hearing of the husband's 
evidence, Judge Sale in the Circuit Court 
granted a decree of divorce from Mrs. 
Emma F. Kramer and custody of the two 
children to Harry A. Kramer shortly after 
noon Thursday. Mrs. Kramer's suit for 
divorce was dismissed. 

Mrce. Kramer did not appear to press 
her suit or to fight her husband's cross- 
bill, which named Dr. Eugene A. Caul- 
field, former clerk in the postoffice, as the 
originator of the matrimonial differences. 

Dr. Caulfield was not on hand, either, 
even though Kramer's suit for $25,000 
against him for alleged alienation of Mrs. 
KXramer's affections is supposed to hang 
somewhat upon the testimony adduced in 
the divorce trial. 

Neither was represented by counsel, and 
after waiting until 12:15 o'clock Judge Sale 
proceeded to hear Kramer's side of the 
case. 

Kramer said Dr. Caulfield made his first 
rofessional visit to the Kramer home, then 
n the 4800 block on Maffitt avenue, to at- 
tend Kramer's 2-months-old child, which 
was ill. The child died next day, and Dr. 
Caulfield attended the funeral. 

He told of numerous other visits made 
by Dr. Caulfield, and said they were per- 
sonal rather than profess.onal. He declared 
he telephoned Dr. Caulfield, warning him 
to stay away from his home, and received 
a promise to do so, but the promise was

Finally, he said..in the hope of breaking 
~ friendship between his wife and Dr. 

Caulfield, he suggested that. they go to 
boarding. The wife, he said, made a 
solemn promise in the presence of her two 
children that she would not see Dr. Caul- 
field again. 

The family moved to the boarding house 
of Mrs. Ida Clark at 1603 Locust street, 
and for two weeks he did not hear of.any 
visit from Dr. Caulfield. Then his 8-year- 
vld daughter Loulse met her father on the 
street and told him, ‘‘We had a visitor 
today."’ 

Kramer said his wife then confessed that 
Dr. Caulfield had been to see her. He ac- 
cused her of having told him where they 
were boarding. He declared his wife and 
Dr. Caulfield had been frequently seen 
together since. 

Mary Bauuer, who lives at. 480 Maffit 
avenue, told of Dr. Caulfield's visits, She 
said he came to the house so early that if 
Kramer “had looked over his shoulder 
When he was leaving the house, he could 
have seen the other man going in.’ 

Mrs. Walter Graham of 4802 Maffitt, ave- 
nue told vivaciously of going to the Kra- 
mer home to help Mrs. Kramer bake a cake. 
Dr. Caulfield, she said, soon appeared and 
helped in the cake-baking. 

In her original application for divorce, 
Mrs. Kramer alleged that her husband was 
cruel, uncongenial and abusive.

WHY STRAPPED TO COT 


Could Not Be Put in Cell Alone as 
Emergency Hospital Is 
 Overcrowded. 


Th inquest on the body of Henry S, Long, 
the insane patient who died from blood 
poisoning charged to have been caused by 
abrasions of the skin and wrists due to 
having been strapped down to his cot at 
the Emergency Hospital, was begun at 10 
o'clock Thursday morning by Deputy Cor- 
oner Henry Lioyd, following the inipanel- 
ing of the jury. 

The first testimony submitted went to 
show that Long had been taken to the 
Emergency Hospital Feb. 9 and sent from 
there to the Insane Asvilum on Feb. 14, 
after a specially called meeting of the 
Board of Health due to the overcrowded 
condition of the Emergency Hospital. 

Dr. C. G. Kirschner, assistant’ superin- 
tendent of the Emergency Hospital; Dr. 
H. 8S. Atkins, superintendent of the In- 
sane Asylum; Louis F. Long, brother of 
the dead man; Policeman Grogan, Danie! 
A Cowan, Dr. Schutt and Dr. Gradwohl 
were among the witnesses. 

Daniel A. Cowan, secretary of the Archi- 
tectural Iron Structural Workers’ Union, 
testified that he had eaused Long to be 
taken into custody upon request of the sigs- 


ter and nephew of the deceased, who said 
he was insane. 

Policeman Grogan, who took Long to the 
Emergency Hospital in an ambulance, tes- 
tified that, while four licemen had been 
detailed. to take him in custody, it was 
tound that but one was needed, as he was 
not violent and offered no resistance. This 
testimony was in contradiction of the 
Statement made by Dr. Kirschner of the 
Emergency Hospital, in. his report on the 
case to the Board of Health, that Long 
had been brought to the hospital by four 
pelicemen owing to his violent condition. 

Dr. Kirschner testified that Long. had 
been strapped to a cot at the Emergency 
Hospital. This would not have been nec- 
essary, he stated, but for the overcrowd- 
ed condition. of the hospital, it being neces- 
sary to place Long in a cell with several 
other patients. If he could have been put 
in a cell alone he need not have been 
strapped down. 

Upon inquiry from Deputy Coroner Lloyd 
as to whether it Was not customary to 
send violent cases of insanity to the insane 
asylum without delay, Dr. Kirschner re- 
plied that he could not send any patient 
to the itnsaffie asyliim without an order of 
commitment fron: the Board of Health. He 
had notified the Board of Health that the 
Emergency Hospital was overcrowded and 
this was all that he could do. 

Dr. Atkins, superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum, testified, In answer to a question 
from Deputy Coroner Lioyd, that he did 
not think the Insane Asylum was much 
better equipped af the present time to 
treat violent cases than was the Emer- 
gency Hospital. as it was much over 
crowded. e said that he did not find it 
necessary to. strap Long to his cot at the 
Insane Asylum, as he was weak and = 
at all violent. He was et hardied a 
offered no resistance.

Senate to Lose No Time. 


The Senate Committee on Criminal Juris- 
prudence has not yet decided the exact date 
on' which the breeders’ law hearing will be 
held.

ANOTHER BILL NECESSARY, 
SAYS EDWARD C, CROW. 


“The theft of the original Godfrey anti- 
poolselling bill, nullifies whatever action 
has been taken upon that bill to date,’’ 
said Edward C. Crow,. former Attorney- 
General to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Whatever action was taken on the sub- 
stitute bill, forgery or copy, no matter 
how exact, has no influence on iegislation. 
The opponents of the breeders’ law now 
find themselves where they were before a 
bill was introduced. 

“Unless the original bill is found and 
properly identified, a new bill must be in- 
troduced and go through all forms of 
legislation to gain the standing this sup- 
posed bill had gained. 

‘If the original bilf should be found, 
action muSt be commenced on it, exactly 
where the original was last known to be in 
possession of the clerk of the House. 

“It is absolutely necessary for the enact- 
ment of @ measure as a law that the bill 
that is introduced must be read three times 
In each branch of the General Assembly 
and that same bill must be kept as a re- 
cord. There is rio possible legalfzing of a 
substitute bill, 

‘The penalty for stealing a bill from the 
clerk of the House after it has been intro- 
duced is that for grand larceny, regardless 
of the value of the bill. 

“It is prescribed in section 190% of the 
revised statutes entitled ‘‘Stealing of Pub- 
lic Reeords.’’ The penalty for grand lar- 
ceny is not more than five years in the 
penitentiary, or not more than six months 
in jail or not more than $500 fine.” 

ti 3@ : further on the theft of the 
bill, Mr. Crow said the offénse was a new 
one to him. He could not recall ever hay- 
ing heard that a bill had ever been stolen 
before in Missouri, nor could he recall at 
the present any trial for such an offense 
in any court. 

‘‘As a means of destroying legislation it 
is certainly effective,”’ he said. “Of course, 
there remains time to pass another bill. 
Under extreem pressure six days are 
required to pass a bill. The constitution 
requires that a bill be read in each branch 
of the House three times on different days.

_ THEY USED TUNNELS 


Adolphus Busch Glass Works De- 
stroyed by Blaze Started by Ex- 
plosion—Building Covering En- 
tire Square Burned Rapidiy. 


Jacob Rohrbacker, a glassblower em- 
ployed at the Adolphus Busch glass plant, 
led two men and a boy in what’ they 
thought at the time was a vain effort to 
escapc from the flames which destroyed 
the large plant at Main and Dorcas 
streets Wednesday night. 

They escaped from a door on the west 
side of the building after traversing the 
building, which occupied an entire block, 


» twice, once crawling on their hands and 


Knees in a narrow entryway in utter dark- 
ness. 

Rohrbacker, who lives at 1235 Sidney 
street, was a member of the night force, 
which had just gone to work when the 
fire broke out, follawing an explosion. He 
was changing his clothing in the lavatory 
in the basement at the southeast corner of 
the building. With him were Charles 
_ Sager of Thirteenth and Crittenden streets, 
ft. Lowe of Alton, Ill., and a boy, whose 
mame the workmen did not know. 

When the explosion occurred in the 
“drip” tank in the basement between the 
lavatory and the stairway leading to the 
first floor, the men heard it but Rohr- 


backer was the first to reach the open 


He saw at a glance that there was no

OLD LAD 
MURDERS A SISTER 


Finds Revolver i in Nursery, Loads 
It and Turning to Baby Sends 
Ball Into Tot’s Brain. 


Special to thé Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 23.—‘‘Mama, Toot- 
e's dyin’ and won’t play with me,” said 
four-year-old Rudyard Foust as with a 
smoking revolver in his hand he wandered 
into the bedroom where his mother "ee 
taking a nap this morning. 

The mother rushing frantically into! the 


bedroom where the children had been play- 
infg, found her three-year-old daughter 


dead on the floor with a gaping bullet 
wound in her forehead. 

Although the boy apparently plotted the 
deed and knew exactly. what he was doing, 


all his talk since indicates that he fails to 
realize the seriousness of his act. 

The boy found the revolver on a shelf in 
the bedroom and was just able to reach 
it by climbing on a trunk. The gun was 
empty but taking a key from a dresser 
he unlocked a trunk, took five cartridges 
from a box and sitting down on the floor 
loaded all the chambers while his sister 
watched him and chatted merrily. Then 
Standing about three feet from the tot 
the boy leveled the gun and pulled the 
trigger.

After they had cov- 
ered almost all of the # yards to the north 
side of the building they came to an elec- 
tric Nght that revealed the door to the 
stairway. 

Once up the stairway, they were con- 
fronted with danger from the fire. While 
they were traversing the building in the 
darkness, the flames had spread over the 
first floor and appeared to cut off every 
retreat. 

Wit Rohrbacker in the lead, the men 
cross the building seeking an exit, dodg- 
ing the flames and the numerous tanks and 
dangerous pitfalla: 

When they reached the doorway and 
gained the outside of the building, they 
saw theentire ‘structure seemingly a mass 
of flames. They saw that the wood over 
which they had crawled in the tunnel was 
then on fire.

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MURPHY BETTER 


Harlem Boy Whom Abe Attell 
Toyed With, Shows gene in 
‘Contest.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.—Tommy Mur- 
phy of Harlem beat Chick Tucker last 
night. Murphy did all of the holding and 
time and again doubled himself into a knot 
to avoid punishment, without attempting 
to return. But in spite of this blemish, 
his work in the ring was enough to have 
won him the referee’s decision, were de- 
cisions allowed. 

At times he fought fast and furiously, 
landing two blows to Tucker's one and 
placing them effectively. At the end of the 
sixth round Chick was in bad shape. He 
reeled around the ring, with Murphy fol- 
lowing doggedly. The Harlem voy, how- 
ever, was nearly fought out himself, and 
did not have strength enough to put in a 
finishing punch. 

The whole fight contrasted oddty with the 
Attell-Murphy affair in the same ring a 
few weeks ago. On that occasion clever 
Abe made Tommy iook like a third rate 
amateur. Attell did as he pleased, and 
Murphy was hardly able to land a blow. 
Attell played with him just as easily as a 
cat plays with a mouse. 

But against Tucker, Murphy looked al- 
most like a champion. He forced the pace 
and his blows landed. He hit little Chick, 
who stood at least a head shorter, a full 
dozen times, fairly on the point of the 
chin. If Murphy has a knockout in his 
right hand he surely would have scored 
it, but he hit like Attell, swiftly and 
snappily and the stunning effect was not 
there. A champion must be able to win his 
batties in the style by which Terry Mc- 
Govern, Young Corbett, Frank Neil and 
many others became famous. 

Tucker started with a rush in the first 
round.

“Pay Day a Mystery and Work 
Will Be Finished in a Few 
Thousand Years.” 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Prof. Wiiliam H, 
Burr and William Barclay Parsons of the 
Panama canal commission, who have been 
on the isthmus six weeks, have returned 

here, 
As to accepting fees for attending meet- 
ings of directors of the Panama railroad 


Mr. Parsons sald: 

‘These fees are all right. We got them. 
All corporations pay them. Ten dollars is 
handed each director after each meeting. 
The fees amount to $150 or $200 a year. 

The canal work is now being carried on 
in such a way, they said, that either a 
lock or a sea level canal can be con- 
structed. From the trend of Prof. Burrs 
comments it was gathered that the build- 
ing of a sea level canal would be recom- 
mended. 

“There are 4000 men at work, negroes, 
Jamaica negroes and natives of Panama 
and nearby South American countries, 
said Prof. Burr. “They perform govd, ef- 
fective work. They don’t accomplish as 
much as American laborers, but they do 
as much as American laborers could do in 
that elimate. The latter could not stand 
the climate as the negroes can. 

A lot of machinery abandoned by the 
French and not counted among the assets 
of the old company, was found stored in 
20 large warehouses. The machinery was 
in a good state of preservation. Altogether 
between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 in machinery 
was abandoned. 

‘We return more satisfied with the gen- 
eral conditions of the enterprise and be- 
lieve that the work of construction Can 
be finished in less time than generally 
supposed,”’ the commissioners dec ared,
